PACKERS FIGHT CONSENT DECREE

the now attorney general of the United States, 
will be an effort to find out whether this in a true 
definition and really means anything. 


U all comes abo'.il because tho Chicago meat 


packers are suing In 
the District 
of Columbia 


courts to break tho consent decree into which they 
entered with the government back In 1920. 
The 


background of the ease Is that the government ob- 
jected to the fact that the Chicago packers were 
not sticking to their primary business of buying. 
slaughtering, packing and selling meat. 
By de- 


grees the packers had reached out Into sidelines. 
They -were selling canned goods and groceries. 
They had entered the soap business and the grain 
business. 
Other activities were engaged in by 


them. 


The la.st census of manufactures shows that the 


meal packing and slaughtering industry is the 
greatest Industry in tho United States. 
It out- 


ranks even tho mammoth steel Industry. 
The 


government was aware of this phenomenal growth 
and probably the primary reason for tho move, 
made against the. puckers was an apprehension 
that one group of business interests was obtain- 
ing too firm n hold upon the llrst. essential of 
lire — the food supply. 
A large percentage, ot the 


meat business already was controlled by the Chi- 
cago packers. 
So efficient wore their business 


methods that they were Cast gaining a domin- 
ance in other food lines. 


.Monopoly lias been repugnant, to the common 


law since Sir \Villiam Blackstone defined its prin- 
ciples. 
It has been frowned on by the American 


government from the tlrst, and haa been diligently 
prosecuted under the Sherman anti-trust law. 


The result ot tho government's objection to the 


entering of. what wore called unrelated sidelines 
by the packer.", was tho issuance by the supremo 
court of I he United States of a decision t h a t tho 
sideline should be dropp-d. Then an arrangement 
was made whereby tho department of justice' and 
the packers should tOROUior work out the method 
by which the unrelated properties should be di- 
vorced. 
After weeks of close study ot the prob- 


lem an agreement was reached and a consent de- 
cree Issued. 
This means that both the govern- 


ment and the packers consented to the terms un- 
der which the side lines were given up. 
Since 


that time the packers have stuck to tlu-lr meat 
business. 
That was four yean* .'IK<>. 
Now tho case has 


been brought up again and an effort is being mail's 
by the packers to have, the decree either modi- 
lied or set aside so they can go ahead with their 
expansion Into other departments of the food in- 
dustry. 
The Chicago packers have ofton been tho tar- 


got of the federal government's regulatory ac- 
tivities. 
In all these, cases, oii'i thing has been 


very clearly shown — that the packers are highly 
efficient distributors of food products, 
probably 


tho most ofticl-nt In the world. There lias been 
strong evidence to the effect thai not only meat, 
but other food products can be prepared, sold 
and delivered lo tho American people In a more 
efficient manner by the. groat meat packing or- 
ganizations than by anyone else. 


They have built tip systems 
of 
refrigerator 


cars, of warehouse* and of other 1'aellitlca which 
enable tliem to supply the finest kinds of meats 
at reasonable prlc-'S. 
H. lias boon urged that a 


vast number of small. Independent butchers serv- 
ing Iho public probably would provide a. poorer 
grade of, meat and be required tu charge higher 
prices for It than the packers because the doing 
of business In largo volume effects economies not 
possible to the Kin:

The governni'-nt i.u.i's Hie position that II can 


not look upon thin sldf of the case. 
Many gov- 


ernment agencies no doubt regard tho packers as 
beneficent and good servants to the public but 
there Is a law against monopolies and it IH rec- 
ognized as fundamentally against the public In- 
terest for any group of business houses to con- 
trol any essential product — especially so in the 
ca.no, of so important a product as food. 
There- 


fore, tile government refuses to permit tho sort 
of a food trust which! it has been alleged, would 
result from the removal of tho consent decree. 


Attorney General Stone has announced that he 


will light modification ot the decree to tho end. 
It Is understood that there may be Intervene™ 
in the case. 
1'ubllc organizations such as asso- 


ciations of farmers are planning to Intervene In 
tho case on behalf of the public to the end that 
the packers shall be compelled to confine their 
bi'sincss to meat. 


Two largo associations of grocers, the National 


Wholesale Grocers' association and the Amer- 
ican Wholesale 
Grocer.';' association, also lu'.vo 


taken alarm and are strenuously opposing the ef- 
fort of the packers to break tho decree. 
Their 


interest Is that if the packers were permitted to 
re-enter the grocery business, they might grad- 
ually push the independent grocers out of trade. 


There arc two sides to this end of the ([iiestion, 


however, 
Tho California Cooporntive Canneries 


have sought to intervene 
in tho 
case on the 


ground that it will be of benfit to producers of 
food to have tho packers enabled to sell goods 
other than' meats. 
The California canneries say 


that they would be glad to liave the packers dis- 
I. -Unite tluli products for them. 
More of their 


canned fruits and "ogetables could be sold through 
the agency oC a great distributing business such 
as that built up by the packers. 


With this background, the now attorney general 


and the packers are going into the court to de- 
termine just what the word "consent" means. 
The packers consented to the decree divesting 
them of their side lines. 
How then, says the 


government, can they titack tho decree in the 
cotirt.v. and argue that II is Invalid? Tho reply 
of tho packers is, in effect, that "no can find in 
any good dictionary a secondary definition of tho 
word "consent," which rends: "to yield when ono 
lias the power not to do so."
